Feelie Lee, a professor at 
UCLA, joined the presenters 
with a look at the women and 
men involved in marriage by 
catalog. 

The women come mostly 
from the Philippines, 
Indonesia and Thailand, Lee 
said. She refers to the women 
as ‘‘pioneers,’’ finding 
options where there other- 
wise aren’t any. 


The majority of the brides 
are poor, coming from: the 
countrysides of their native 
lands. A few unique cases 
have women with bachelor 
degrees and doctorates

According to Lee, the 
women who have higher 
educations are faced with 
men that won’t ‘marry up,” 
leaving them with no hope 
for marriage and a family. 
Lee continued, saying that 
part of the reason so many 
Asian women are accepting 
this option is because they’re 
hoping to bring their 
families over also. 

Study results thus far 
indicate that the men 
subscribing to these catalogs 
are; mostly white, in their 
40’s and 50’s, married before 
and conservatives who 
dislike the women’s lib 
movement. 


The women fill out a 
questionaire, answering 
about 300 questions that ask 
anything from hobbies to 
explicit sexual habits.

The Fire Academy at 
Rancho Santiago Commun- 
ity College has a reputation.

The Orange County Fire- 
man’s. Association, The 
Orange County Fire Chiefs 
Association and the Applied 
Arts and Sciences Depart- 
ment of RSC meet monthly 
to set the standards for the 
program. 

“We actually exceed the 
California State Board of 
Fire Sciences criteria for 
FireFighter I,” says Robert 
J. Brunot, Coordinator/ Fire

responsible for the Academy. 
* “It’s great having an 
opportunity to work with 
these young people that are

“I’m able to 
share with them some of my 
experiences and thoughts on 
the way fire service is going, 


and what is going to be 
required of them to be 
successful.” 

FireFighter I Trained 


means just that, trained. A 
cadet must complete a 
probationary period at a fire 
department before he 
becomes a FireFighter I 
Certified, which is the first 
step of progression in rank at 
a fire department. 

“Tt’s a matter of having the 
skills and then applying 
them,” says Brunot, “The job 
market is very limited right 
now, you have to have the 
tenacity to hang in there 
tough until you get the job.” 

The Fire Academy at RSC 
isn’t the only way to become 
Fire Fighter I Trained in 
Orange County. “Occasion- 
aly the Orange County Fire 
Department will run what 
they designate as a mini- 
academy for 10. days,” 
explains Brunot, “But it’s 
cost effective for them to hire 
from us.” 

The academy is run like a 
tight ship, it is stressed that 
candidates for the program 
should possess a_ healthy 
attitude to handle stress.and 
adjust easily to a structured 
organization. The academy 
emphasizes teamwork, self-

confidence, self-disipline, 
quick thinking and the 
ability to follow exact 
directions and orders. 

“We no longer have 
compulsory military service,” 
says Brunot, “when I first 
took over this program 60-70 
percent of the guys who took 
the program had military 
background. Now I am 
fortunate if I have one or two 
out of 35 with military 
background. Fortunately I 
have some, and so: it’s a 
question of transferring the 
knowledge I have to various 
individuals who demonstrate 
leadership abilities.” _. 

Getting accepted into the 
academy is'no easy task. The 
adage “all brawn, no brains” 
doesn’t apply here. The 
academy has strict academic 
prerequisites. There are 
seven core classes that must 
be taken, Fire Technology 
101, 103, 104, 105, 106, 121, 
and Physical Science 102. 

Candidates must pass the 
College Board and Placement 
Test (CBAPT), the RSC 
Math Level I test, and the 
School College Ability Test 
(SCAT). A person is only 
allowed to take the SCAT 
test once. If qualifing test 
scores are not achieved, you 
must take remedial courses. 

And if that wasn’t enough, 
candidates must also pass a 
validated physical agility 
test and undergo a compre- 
hensive medical exam that 
meets National Fire 
Protection Association 1001 
requirements. Things like 
blood anemia, a hernia or 
acute bronchitis could 
postpone or disqualify you 
from admittance. 

When all the testing and 
classes are completed you 
are eligible for entrance to 
the academy. Only 35 
students can be accepted per 
session. The academy is 
offered in two modes, both 
requiring 400 hours of 
training. One is an intensive 
10 week program that 
requires 40 hours a week, 
Monday through Friday. 

Or you can attend part- 
time for 26 weeks. You attend 
two four hour sessions 
during the week and eight 
hours on Saturdays. “This 
satisfies the needs of 
students who don’t have 
subsidy and have to hold 
down a full-time job,” 
explains Brunot. 

The academy itself is 
relatively inexpensive for 
students to attend. Candi- 
dates must pay the $50 
maximum registration fee 
for community college 
attendance, and must also 
supply their own uniforms, 
boots and two text books. 
The college provides all the 
protective clothing, helmets, 
etc., called turnout gear. 

The 400 hours of the 
academy are divided 
between 10 areas of study: 
fire control; fire prevention; 
fire investigation; hoses; 
ladders; rope, knots, small 
tools and equipment; 
salvage; wildland fire 
control; ventilation; extrica- 
tion and Emergency Medical
